As a faith communism clings 
to Lenin’s teachings. 

Lenin did not think it would 
be necessary for Communist na- 
tions to go to war. He saw the 
capitalists fighting one another 
until they became so weak they 
would, in all good time, collapse 
with, perhaps, just a nudge from 
the Marxists. 

But the capitalist nations have 
not collapsed. 

Instead, they have flourished. 
Also those nations which have 
adopted capitalist techniques and 
machines have prospered. 

The capitalist world not only 
has increased its production, it 
has ventured far into the experi- 
ment of combining capitalism 
and socialism. In this country 
the Ford-General Motors con- 
tracts of the present are prime 
examples. In Britain the wel- 
fare state set up by the Social- 
ist government was not dis- 
turbed by the Tories. 


Symbol 


Mr. Molotov may not be a per- 
fect symbol. But since he is the 
best one we have we will use 
him. 

In the past he has demon- 
strated how ruthless, insolent 
and arrogantly defiant he can 
be. 


Yet, on his way to San Fran- 
cisco he visited art galleries 
and praised the paintings. He 
accepted a cowboy hat and 
spoke of how magnificent it was. 
In Chicago he took a walk and 
expressed a wish the city would 
pretty up its lake front. This 
pleased the papers who had 
been saying the same thing for 
years. In San Francisco he 
made a belligerent speech. But 
he and Secretary Dulles had an 
intimate luncheon and talks to- 
gether. Mr. Molotov entertained 
largely. The Kremlin caused 
him to cancel a give-and-take 
television show. But he hurriedly 
called a press conference. 


His final word was one of re- 
gret for the patrol clash in the 
Bering Sea. He had received 
quick instructions to say his 
government would pay 50 per 
cent of the damages. Secretary 
Dulles expressed himself as 
pleased. 


Consistency 


The administration in Wash- 
ington was tremulously nega- 
tive toward the Afro-Asian con- 
ference. Then, when Romulo of 
the Philippines spoke out for 
the West and achieved some- 
thing of a balance, we were de- 
lighted. We officially approached 
the UN anniversary at San 
Francisco with grave reserva- 
tions. There were fears the 
Russians might turn it into an 
uproar. Yet, it worked out to 
our liking. 

Now, we are looking forward 
hopefully to the “Summit” meet- 
ing. A few weeks ago the offi- 
cial mood was one of reluctance. 

Indeed, the GOP administra- 
tion might well adopt as its 
motto a quotation from that New 
England Trar dentalist, Ralph 
Waldo Emerson. He once said: 

*“A foolish consistency is the 
hobgoblin of little minds, adored 
by little statesmen and philoso- 
phers and divines. With con- 
sistency a great soul has simply 
nothing to do.” 

The Republican administration 
qualifies as a great soul. And, 
happily, the White. House and 
State Department luck is best 
described in the words em- 
ployed by Mr. Ernest Heming- 
way, the novelist, 
walked away from the Nairobi 
aircrash in the jungle. “My 
luck, she is running good.” 

In Washington, the thinking 
now is that Russia has waked 
to the fact she no longer domi- 
nates the Communist world. 
China looms larger and larger 
as a world power. This fact 
sent Moscow to Yugoslavia. The 
nuclear bomb weapons make a

Steel Mills Slow 
As Talks Stall 
Near Strike Day

PITTSBURGH, June 28—The United States Steel 
Corporation warned tonight that a national steel strike 
appears “imminent.” The warning came as major steel 
producers began banking their furnaces in readiness for 
a Thursday midnight strike deadline. 


The slow blackout of plants 
that have been running at ca- 
pacity to satisfy civilian and de- 
fense needs was accompanied by 
a dead stop in progress toward 
a wage agreement. 

U.S. Steel, traditional pattern- 
setter for the industry, stood fast 
in its offer to increase wages 
slightly more than 10 cents an 
hour. Clifford F. Hood, president 
of the company, called the offer 
“fair and equitable.’”’ He con- 
demned union strike moves as 
“wholly unnecessary’’ and 
warned that a shutdown would 
have “damaging effects on the 
country’s presently flourishing 
economy.”’ 

FOLLOW BIG STEEL 

The rest of the industry dug in 
behind “Big Steel.’’ All the in- 
dustry’s largest companies of- 
fered identical pay increases. 
The offers brought the number 
of workers covered by the higher

in basic steel. 

The United Steelworkers of | 
America (CIO), headed by David 
J. McDonald, which dismissed 
the original offer as ‘“‘completely 
inadequate,”’ rejected all the new 
bids as “‘more of the same.’’ The 
union has taken as its bargain- 
ing yardstick the 20-cent pack- 
age won by auto workers in the 
Ford and General Motors agree- 
ments.

The companies which presented 
proposals today are Bethlehem, 
Republic, Jones & Laughlin, 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube, and 
Great Lakes Steel. Inland Steel 
had put a similar proposal be- 
fore the union Sunday. All the 
offers called for a basic wage 
increase of 6% cents an hour, 
plus a rise of one-half cent in the 
spread between each of the job 
classifications on the steel pay- 
roll. 

Among the companies that 
started shutting down their fur- 
naces tonight were U.S. Steel, 
Bethlehem and Inland. The others 
all indicated they will begin not 
later than noon tomorrow. 

No direct talks between U.S.

WASHINGTON, June 28—Con- 
gress passed finally today a four 
year continuation of the general 
selective military draft. Simul- 
taneously it voted to extend for 
two more years the induction of 
physicians. 


The House of Representatives 
voted, 388-5, for the extension of 
both programs. The Senate con- 
curred within 15 minutes, and 
the measure was sent to the 
White House within 60 hours be- 
fore they were due to expire. 


A few hours previously the 
House Armed Services Commit- 
tee approved a new bill designed 
to back up the draft and volun- 
teering, too, by building the pres- 
ent military ready reserve forces 
from 700,000 to 2,900,000 by 1960. 
The vote was 29-1. Three members 
voted ‘“‘present.’’ They did not 
like the bill but decided against 
fighting it. 


OMITS RACE ISSUE 


This new bill did not contain 
the antisegregation amendment 
that withdrew the original re- 
serves bill from House consider- 
ation a month ago. The Presi- 
dent called such insertions extra- 
neous in the light of need for a 
program to make the reserves 
strong without the injection of 
questions that would divide Con- 
gress on social or other issues 
affecting votes on the main issue. 

In prospect, however, was an- 
other fight on the antisegregation 
front. Representative Adam Clay- 
ton Powell Jr., Democrat of 
Manhattan, planned one (possibly 
two) more attempt to get the is- 
sue into the reserve program. 

Rep. Carl Vinson, the Georgia 
Democrat who heads the armed 
services panel, seemed to be 
ready for a néw battle. He pre- 
dicted that any attempt made by 
Powell, one of the three Negro 
members of the House, would be 
beaten. 


RESERVE OKAY SEEN 


Vinson predicted also that the 
reserve program would win a 
passage vote in the House. This 
was in the face of not: only the 
segregation issue but an appar- 
ently large suspicion in that 
branch that provisions of the new 
reserve bill presented a -back- 
door approach to universal mili- 
tary training.

WASHINGTON, June 28—Sen. 
Kefauver (D-Tenn) accused 
President Eisenhower today of 
“apparently trying to cover up”’ 
facts about ‘“‘a shocking piece 
of duplicity’”’ in the Dixon-Yates 
power plant contract. 

The information he accused 
the administration of concealing 
carried ‘‘a very strong suggestion 
the criminal code has been vio- 
lated’’ in one phase of the con- 
tract negotiations, he said. 


Kefauver provoked an angry 
debate on the Senate floor after 
Rowland R. Hughes, director of 
the Bureau of the Budget, refused 
to let Senate investigators inspect 
unpublished documents relating 
to the contract. 


In its hotter moments, Sens. 
Knowland (R-<Calif) and Butler 
(R-Md), defended the President 
and assailed Kefauver. 


ACCUSES KEFAUVER 


Knowland accused Kefauver of) 3 


trying to ‘“‘embarrass the Presi- 
dent.”’ Butler said Kefauver was 
piqued because his staff went to 
Hughes’ office this morning ‘‘on 
a fishing expedition and did not 
get their fish.’’

Internal dissension was blamed 
by Gov. Griffin Tuesday for the 
ouster of W. R. Bowdoin of At- 
lanta as chairman of the Georgia 
Ports Authority. 

Bowdoin, who resigned from the 
authority shortly after he was 
replaced as chairman by Robert 
Frankenfield of Savannah, charged 
the move was political. 

Griffin did not comment directly 
on the charge. But he said “‘they 
have been doing a little wrangling 
which has impaired efficiency and 
I regret that.’ 

Asked if he knew of the im- 
pending ouster, the governor re- 
plied, “‘They talked to me about 
it yesterday. I told them to do 
what they wanted to~but to get 
straightened out and do a good 
job because that was all I was 
interested in.” 

Bowdoin, named chairman of the 
authority in 1953 by former Gov. 
Talmadge, said in his letter of 
resignation to Griffin that the 
ouster “‘accomplished at your re- 
quest and direction clearly indi- 
cates a change in the initial policy 
which you personally expressed 
to me.”’ 

Griffin and Frankenfield said no 
successor has been selected either 
for Bowdoin or Ports Director 
Hugh T. Mayberry, who also re- 
signed.

After heated debate, the Bundes- 
tag (lower house) sent back to 
committee Adenauer’s proposal to 
call up volunteers now for the pro- 
posed 500,000-man armed forces. 
The “Volunteer’s Law” came un- 
der bitter attack by deputies of 
all parties, including Adenauer’s 
own Christian Democrats. 

Party leaders said they would 
offer a new plan but the big ques- 
tion was whether the legislators 
Can prepare and pass a new bill 
before they adjourn.

The stern old chancellor made

“It is an evil which cannot be 
indefinitely prolomged without, as 
I said at San Francisco, leading to 
new evils and new trouble.”’

Blasts Lack 


Of Data About Communist World 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (A— 
The Hoover Commission today 
sharply criticized the govern- 
ment’s far-flung intelligence 
‘agencies for ‘‘lack of intelligence 
data from behind the Iron Cur- 
tain.”’ 

The commission called for 
‘‘oreater boldness at the policy 
level’ to dig up more facts about 
the Communist world, including 
a willingness ‘‘to accept certain 
calculated political and diplo- 
matic risks.”’ . 

One main recommendation was 
that two separate ‘‘watchdog’’ 
committees be set up to keep con- 
on all phases of in- 
telligence work—one a joint con- 
gressional group, the other of 
‘experienced private citizens.” 


The recommendations were 
laid down in a detailed 48-page 
report to Congress. Retired Gen, 
Mark W. Clark, president of The 


Citadel, a military college in 
South Carolina, led a six-man 
task force which spent eight 
months on the investigation in 
the hush-hush field. 


Not made public was a much 
bigger ‘‘top secret’’ report on 
activities by American agents 
abroad which went directly to 
President Eisenhower ‘“‘because 
of its extremely sensitive con- 
tent.”” 


In blunt language, the commis- 
sion disputed charges made by 
Sen McCarthy (R-Wis) and 
others who alleged that Commu- 
nists and their sympathizers had 
succeeded in penetrating the Ceén- 
tral Intelligence Agency, the gov- 
ernment’s master headquarters 
for gathering overseas intelli- 
gence.

This is almost as large as the annual 
state budget. 

It is precisely here that one of those 
clouds. and this one is a little larger than 
a man’s hand, may be seen in the skies 
of Georgia's future. 

W. R. Bowdoin. chairman of the Geor- 
gia Ports Authority, the only such au- 
thority on a literal self-liquidating, mon- 


ey-making basis, has been ousted. He 
charges politics.

But when 
executives who have done, and are do- 
ing, outstanding jobs are replaced without 
real explanation, public wonder grows 
Therein lies the danger. 

Authority financing be a 
mecessary part of the growth of every 
state in the Union. Georgia has gone ahead 
in this field at a great rate. Among these, 
all doing jobs not possible by direct taxes 
or appropriations, are: the State School 
Building Authority, the State Ports Au- 
thority, State Office Building Authority, 
State Hospital Authority, Rural Roads 
Authority, Farmers Market Authority, 
State Parks Authority, State Bridge Au-

thority, University of Georgia Building 
Authority, and the Jekyll Island Au- 
thority. ; 


They must sell revenue bonds to op- 
erate. 

Rating bureaus determine the amount 
of interest which these bonds will bear, 
They look very carefully into manage- 
ment of authorities. Bonds already mar- 


keted are established. But there is the 
future. If the authorities become loaded 
down with political patronage; if theu 


management is not -efficient and cleanly 
audited to reveal freedom from “politics,” 
then the necessary authority method of 
building could be wrecked. 

If authorities in any state become 
vehicles to provide patronage in Insur- 
ance and equipment sales, and if unneGe 
essary jobs are added to their structure, 
theh that state likely will find itself in 
serious trouble with its authority finances. 

The credit of the state is not pledged 
directly to the authorities. But they are 
an inescapable moral obligation. 

And their future depends upon effi- 
cient, clean operation.

Social Security Grows 
In Importance to State 


The number 
Social Security 


of Georgians receiving 
benefits had reached a 
total of 103,161 at the end of 1954, offi- 
cials report. It adds up in money to about 
$4,057,636 or almost $50,000,000 a year. 

The figures show the increasing im- 
portance of Social Security to the overall 
economy of ‘the state and nation. They 
indicate, too, the changing structure of 
the American population. Advances “in 
nutrition and health have increased the 
life spam and there are more people past 


the retirement age in every state. Geor- 
gla 1s no exception. 
Social Security payments are sepa- 


rate and distinct from those paid out un- 
der the state and old-age assistance pro- 
gram and for indigent and handicapped 
children and adults. These benefits were 
earned through payroll deductions, 
matched by emplovers and paid into a 
national insurance fund for protection of 
workers at retirement. 

Today there are a total of 70,400,000 
American workers covered under the So- 
cial Security law. Those who reach re- 
tirement age, regardless of their economic 
status, will be entitled to draw out 
amounts in monthly payments somewhat 
in proportion to the amount they have 
paid in. Actually the program is sup- 
posed to be self-supporting and is a bar- 
gain as far as insurance goes. 

There is no doubt that there wil! be 
further revisions in the program as time 
goes on. There is a determined move 
afoot already to lower the retirement age 
from 65 to 60 and to extend coverage to 
the groups not now under the program. 

Retired workers now make up the 
greatest number of those receiving Social 
Security benefits in Georgia, with 45,041 


Be y 
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drawing monthly payments. Dependent 
children are the next highest group, with 
32,000 survwWors of insured persons re- 
ceiving allowances. 

The Social Security program was es- 
tablished under the New Deal to fit the 
changing pattern of the American econ- 
omy in transition from an agricultural 
to an industrial society. It has become 
part of the established order and is con- 
tributing to a greater stability.

Doubling State Patrol 


Would Curb Carnage 


The State Board of Public Safety has 
raised the subsistence pay of the State 
Patrol by 50 cents a day. 

That is the least the state could 
Surely, it is not the most the 
should do. 

The most would be to double the size 
of the patrol and to see that the troopers 
are engaged, at adequate pay, in active 
enforcement of highway traffic laws. 

The 7 per cent decrease in state traf- 
fic deaths reported for the first six months 
of this year is not a record of which 
to boast. Indeed, it is a sorry showing. 
The 1955 toll of 418 dead up to June 26 
as set off against 450 in the like period 
last year is a comparison 
which to find comfort. 

e can reasonably expect a drop in 
the number of highway casualties in di- 
rect proportion to the road 
patrol and the degree of enforcement. 
Enforcement includes the support of the 
courts and of the public. 

Increasing the size and efficiency of 
the State Patrol calls for money, of course. 
A part of the $40,000,000 in new taxes 
has been set for the subsistence 
raise and for new patrol cars. The amount 
is about $200,000. The cause deserves a 
bigger cut of the $40,000,000. 

Failure to improve traffic law en- 
forcement in order to the road toll 
is false economy. The Georgian numbered 
among the traffic dead is no longer a 
producer of income and a provider for 
the family. Furthermore, he is no longer 
a taxpayer. The state can ill afford to 
lose him.

A Few Tax Millions 
Comes Back to State 
It is perfectly true, of course, that the 


Federal Government collects taxes. It col- 
lects a lot of taxes. It is a big country with 


big problems. And everyone willing to 
look for the truth knows that most of 


our tax dollars go for national defense. 


State politicians all over the nation, 
trying to direct attention away from their 
own problems, use the Federal Govern- 
ment and taxes as a whipping boy. One 
of their favorite stories is how much the 
people pay in income taxes and how much 
the states “get back.” (In almost every 
instance the same inequity exists in their 
own states, with the poorer counties pay- 


ing little and living on the bounty of 
the state.) 

All of which brings us around to a 
little item in the news. The politicians 


seldom mention federal spending on air- 
ports, installations, depots, office rentals 
and other items which contribute much 
to the economy of all states. 

This one item was a modest one, re- 
latively speaking. Yet it is but one of 
many voted for Georgia each year. It was 
an appropriation of $36,816,000 to be 
spent at 12 military installations in Geor- 
gia, including Camp Stewart, Fort Ben- 
ning, Atlanta General Depot, the Albany 
Marine Corps base, Macon’s Ordnance 
plant, Brunswick’s Air Station, Marietta’s 
Dobbins Air Base, Valdosta’s Moody 
Field, Warner Robins, and Albany's 
Turner Field. 

In the same day’s news was an item 
about Sen. Russell seeking initial funds 
for the dam at Hartwell and an appro- 
priation for Buford Dam in the amount of 
$11,830,000. Other Georgia projects ap- 
proved are Jim Woodruff Dam, $920,000 
and Fort Gaines Lock and Dam, 
$2,000,000. 

These are a few of many which come 
each year. They are made up of 
taxes paid by all the citizens of the 
country. We don’t get as much as some 
states. California, for example, is about 
to lose some of her aircraft industry be- 
cause of dispersal orders. That hurts her. 
But, in the long run, we must all realize 
that before we are anything else we are 
Americans. And our country and its best 
interests come first. 


We receive a lot from the Federal 
Government that never. is mentioned in 
the political tirades.

12th Grade! 


A State School Board member, Irwin Kimsey, is in favor of letting 
our schools go back to 11 grades if they wish. Unfortunately some of 
our elected officials have this same opinion. 

Please, let’s not turn the clock backward! We need the 12-grade 
school system. The 12th grade may not have been added just as 
everyone would have had it added, but give our school people time 
and we are sure the results will pay off. 


Many years ago, when the writ- 
er attended college, he saw the 


advantage students from Atlanta, 
Macon, Augusta, and other school 
Systems with 12 grades had over 
the boys and girls coming in from 
the ll-year rural county schools. 
The ll-year schools had a good 
program, but the students needed 
that 12th year for the finishing 
touches of some basic subjects at 
the 17-18-year-old level that were 
not too well learned in the eighth 
and ninth grades, or at an age 
When one is looking. for more fun 
than he is work. 


Mr. Kimsey stated that instead 
of adding a 12th grade, a transi- 
tional year was added between 
grammar school and high school 
and that it had been practically 
worthless as far as' education was 
concerned.’ This so happens to 
be the thinking of a lot of lay peo- 
ple, who expected the 12th grade 
to be added over and above what 
the ll-year schools were teaching, 
which would have been first year 
college work. 

Our school people, instead of 
adding a year at any certain level, 
integrated the work into five high 
school years, adding many new 
courses as prescribed by the ac- 
crediting boards and local school 
boards, and moving some of the 
basic courses to begin in the ninth 
grade rather than the eighth, or 
that is our understanding of what 
was done in- Canton and Cherokee 
County. All has not been lost by 
any means, and our children will 
have a wider choice of subjects 
and vocational work and, more im- 


¥ 


portant, be a vear older when they 
graduate. 

Had our school people put in 
good math and science survey 
courses, basic English review, oc- 
cupational guidance, etc., the gen- 
eral public would have come near- 
er accepting it as a 12th grade, 
maybe, but since out school lead- 
ers have to deal with the slow stu- 
dent as well as the bright, a course 
of study had to be worked out 
where the bright students would 
not have to sit and twiddle their 
thumbs during their senior year, 
waiting for the slow ones to re- 
view their four years of high 
school work. 

We have faith in the 12-year 
school system, and we hope to 
goodness those who know more 
about operating our schools than 
people “trained all their lives in 
school work know, will hold their 
tongue until the new pregram has 
time to be proven before they try 
to turn back the clock in educa- 
tion.

_ Pay Boosts, So Far 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

No signs of inflation have shown up in business statistics so 
far this year. 

Butit may be only a matter of time. 

A number of observers feel that recent wage and benefit 
hikes for auto workers, coupled with higher pay for government 
employes and steelworkers (now negotiating) will eventually show 
up in slightly bigger price tags on consumer goods. 

However, it has been pointed out, industry will try to absorb 
as much of the increased costs as possible, with emphasis on 
greater efficiency and automation. 

As one Atlanta economist remarked, ‘Consumers are in 7 
buying mood. 

“Industry doesn’t want to scare 
prices.”’ 

True, consumers are in just about the best buying mood 
ever—but nearly all shoppers are extremely price conscious. 

This is especially so on big ticket items such as automobiles, 
automatic washers and dryers, refrigerators, ranges, air-condi- 
tioning units and other appliances. 

Shoppers are looking for bargains. 

When they find them—or even get only the impression that 
they’re on to a good buy—they’re ready to fork over a big chunk 
of cash or sign a three-year note. 

If inflation returns this summer or fall, merchants will prob- | 
ably find considerable resistance to higher prices. 

So far this year—and for the past three years, for that 
matter—the American economy has held at a a fairly stable level.

They have slum clearance and 
urban renewel projects either 
under way or in the advanced 
planning stages. 

And Uncle Sam will foot two- 
thirds of the net project costs 
under provisions of Housing Acts 
of 1949 and 1954. 

BIRMINGHAM ACTS 


Birmingham has entered into a 
contract for a federal loan of 
$5,016,000 and a capital grant of 
$1,446,840 to clear 78 acres of cen- 
trally located blighted residential 
area and redevelop it into a med- 
ical and commercial center. It is 
a 5 to 10-year program. 

The Alabama city also has in 
the final planning stages another 
102-acre project tc be redeveloped 
for public and private housing, 
schools and parks for Negroes. 

Mobile has obtained approval 
for $2,236,000 in temporary loan 
unds and $967,765 in federal capi- 

1 grants to clear and redevelop 
a slum area for commercial and 
public use. As in the Birmingham 
projects, plans are made for re- 
locating displaced residents, a re- 
quirement for federal aid. 

Montgomery has a contract for 
a federal loan of $1,399,044 and a 
capital grant of $803,504 for two 
slum clearance projects, one of 51 
acres and another of 93 acres. One we
